Resolutions Committee, Urged 
by the President, Indorses

Administration Wins Fierce Bat- 
tle on “Tariff, Trusts, Cur- 
rency,”’ and Allied 
Questions.

The series of the country’s greatest ques- 
tions—barring that of the use of court in- 
junctions—were cleared up so far as the re- 
publican platform committee is concerned 
at 1 o’clock this morning. 

In the three houre between 10 and 1, fol- 
lowing the subcommittee’s report to the full 
committee in session in the St. Francis room 
of the Congrese hotel, one plank after another 
—sometimes with no change, sometimes with 
alterations—was disposed of and set aside for 
reference to the national convention, which 
will resume business at 10 a. m. 


Debate Over Big Plank. 

These most important subjects were mat- 
ter for debate in the full committee, which 
shaped them all to its satisfaction and gen- 
erally with slight change. from the draft in- 
dorsed by Secretary Taft and the president.

One Change in Trust Plank. 

In the plank relating to trusts there was a 
modification of the original wording to meet 
the insistent demands of the conservatives. 
It was agreed to strike out the reference to 
labor in this paragraph because it was 
pointed out that it might be accepted ase a 
declaration for the legalization of the boy- 
cott. 

The other planks were indorsed for the most 
part withoutamendment. There was a4 minor 
alteration in the tariff plank, but it involved 
no question of principal. 

As adopted by the general platform com- 
mittee, these seven planks are in substance ag 
follows: ; 


TRUSTS. 

The republican party passed the Sher- 
man anti-trust law over democratic op- 
position and enforced it after democratic 
rejection. It has been a wholesome in- 
etrument for good in the hands of a wise 
and fearless administration. But ex- 
perience has shown that its effectiveness 
can be strengthened and its real object 
better obtained by such amendments as 
will give to the federal government great- 
er supervision and control over and se- 
cure greater publicity in the management 
of that class of interstate corporations 
having power and opportunity to effect 
monopolies, and atthe same time will not 
interfere with the operation of euch asso- 
ciations among business men, farmers, 
and wage earners as result in a Bt: 
benefit to the public.

Taft Men Confident. 

There is not the slightest doubt, however, 
in the mindg of the representatives of Sec- 
retary Taft that the platform as finally ap- 
proved will contain all the essential features 
which the leading candidate desires. Frank 
Hitchcock, the manager of the Taft cam- 
paign, sent yesterday for a number of dele- 
gates who represent states and territories 
upon the resolutions committee. Some of 
these had pledged themselves to ventas the 
conéervatives. 

Among the number were George Shea, a 
delegate from Alaska, and Judge Sloan, the 
representative of Arizona on the committee. 
Shea had indicated through misapprehen- 
sion, of the position of the president and Sec- 
retary Taft, his willingness to stand by the 
‘allies ’’ not only on anti-injunction but also 
én other matters, He told Mr. Hitchcock 
that if he knew what the president's views 
were, they, undoubtedly would guide him in 
the course he should take. 


Hitehcock Talks of Washington. 

Hitchcock communicated with Washing- 
ton and later in the day received a long mes- 
gage In which the president earnestly ad- 
vised his friends to support the administra- 
tion platform in all particulars. It was a 
message thoroughly Rooseyeltian in tone, 
and the delegates who saw it were in no doubt 
as to what Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Taft want. 

It is charged that there has been consider- 
able trading in order to obtain support for 
the administration platform. Thus the ac- 
tion of E. H. Gary, president of the United 
States Steel corporation, in secretly appear- 
ing Tuesday night before the subcommittee 
in advocacy of the anti-injunction plank is 
interpreted by the conservatives as the price 
which the trusts have paid fo? the modifica- 
tion of the anti-trust plank along-the lines 
indicated above and also to insure adoption 
of that feature of the railroad plank author- 
izing railroads to make traffic agreements. 


Morgan Man Backs Gary. 

George Perkins of the house of J. Pierpont 
Morgan approved what Gary did. The Na- 
tional City bank of New York, which has a 
representative in Chicago, is not in sympa- 
thy, apparently, with Mr. Gary and Mr. Per- 
kins, but the extent to Which it has gone in 
its opposition cannot be ascertained. The 
subcommittee retained the tariff and postal 
savings bank planks practically without 
change, and Frank B. Kellogg, representing 
Minnesota, made a vigorous defense of the 
postal savings benk principle based upon 
information he received from Postmaster 
General Meyer. 

The full committee fell into line and in- 
gorsed these planks practically unchanged. 

Fight Aids Single Statehood? 

It is possible that the fight which has been 
precipitated upon anti-injunction may be 
beneficial to the cause of single statehood for 


the territories of Arizona and New Mexico. ‘'

Vice President Formally De- 
clares He Will Not Again 
Be a Candidate for

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Despite Cautiously Worded Let- 
ter, Politicians Declare In- 
diana Statesman Must 
Take the Place. 


Vice President Charles Warren Fairbanks 
formally declared himself out of consideéra- 
tion for renomination tn a letter which was 
given out last night by Joseph B. Kealing, his 
Indiana campaign manager. It ts as follows: 

“ Indianapolis, June 16, 1908.—My Dear 
Mr. Kealing: I appreciate fully the com- 
pliment paid me by my friends in their in- 
sistence that I should accept & fenomina-~- 
tion for vice president, yet my determina- 
tion not to be a candidate again, as an- 
nounced before the close of the last ses- 
sion of congress through you, is abso- 
lutely irrevocable. . My conclusion does 
not grow out of any Want of appréciation 
of the honor, for the Vice presidency is 
an honor which any man may well covet. 
No one is obliged to step down to it. 

“T have enjoyed the great honor which 
came*to me unsought and by the undi- 
vided voice of my party, for ali of which 
I am profoundly grateful. 

“This renewed expression of the con- 
fidence of my friends touches me most 
deeply.: They need no assurance that I 
have come to the conclusion I have 
reached deliberately and I trust that the 
personal considerations which I have ad- 
vanced will commend themselves to their 
approval. I am the more confirmed ‘in 
the wisdom of my conclusion because of 
the fact that there is no party or public 
exigency which would seem to suggest 
a contrary course, 

“ Accept for yourself and other friends 
my grateful appreciation of your gen- 
erous, unfailing, and loyal support. I re 
main, faithfully your friend, 

“ CHARLES W. Farrpankas.”’ 


Not as Specific as Hughes. 


It is apparent at fret glance that Mr. Fair. 
banks does not go to the full extent of Gov, 
Hughes in his refusal to consider himself, 
as a candidate for second place dr to allow 
himeelf to be considered for it. Mr. Fair. 
panks’ letter is carefully worded and he does 
not say that he would refuse to accept the 
nomination if given him. 

There is no doubt in the minds of any of 
the republican leaders who khow that the 
letter was sent that the vice president is 
entirely sincere in his desire not to be renom- 
fnated, but at the same time there iga fee]- 
ing that his announcement on the subject, 
instead of withdrawing him as a candidate, 
really hae made him one. 

This is merely conjecture on the part of 
the men interested In the selection of the vice 
presidentia! candidate. They believe that 
Mr. Fairbanks will do what his party wishes 
him to do, but it is easily appreciabie that 
he cannot afford for a moment to be placed 
in the position of being even receptively a 
candidate for the office. 


Still in Presidential Race. 

He still is a candidate for the presidential 
nomination and manifestly cannot at the 
same time be a candidate for vice president 
or even allow the suggestion that he consid- 
ers himself a candidate to gain a foothold. 

The party leaders accept his letter in per- 
fect good faith and know that Mr. Fairbanks 
prefers not to be named for the place, but 
they insist that they still have the right to 
consider him available in spite of himself.

Start Seth Low’s Boom. 

Under the surface & movement has been 
started to unite the entire delegation on Gov. 
Hughes for president, with the real purpose 
of uniting later on Seth Low for vice presi- 
dent. This movement has the indorsement of 
the Taft organigation, although tt does not 
follow that Mr. Low will be the final choice 
of the Taft people, even if his state can get 
together for him. 

What it does is to make available in New 
York the candidate whom the Taft organiza- 
tion would prefer to take if it be found ad- 
visable in the end to go to that state for a 
candidate. At the present time Congress- 
man Sherman fs admited to have a majority 


of the delegates, and there is a movement 


afoot, it is reported, to offset the trend toward 
Low and united the delegation on Sherman. 


Dolliver’s Chances Yet Live. 

None of the developments of the day in the 
least interfered with the possibility that in 
the end Senator Doilliver will be the nominees 
picked by the Taft management when. the 
other questions before the convention have 
been settled.

“They have led, among other things, to 
combinations of capital and labor on a scale 
and with a power never before witnessed. 
They. have opened the way to accumulations 
of wealth in masses beyond the dreams of 
avarice and never before contemplated by 
man. The social and political problems thus 
created are wholly new. It is a fallacy tw. 
suppose that, because the elements are old, 
the problem itself must differ only in degtee 
from those which have gone before. 


. Elements 01d; Problem New. 


“The elements may be old, but the prob- 
lem presented by a change in the proportions 
of the elements may be—and in this case is— 
entirely new. Great individual fortunes and 
rich men are, it is true, old as recorded his- 
tory. .- Two thousand years ago the tax farm- 
ers of Rome farmed a trust for their own 
benefit. The English people three centuries 
ago revolted against the patents and mo- 
nopolies granted by Elizabeth and James 
to their creators. Monopolists, forestalli- 
ers, speculators were a curse in our revolu- 
tion and were denounced bitterly by Wash- 
ington. Yet it is none the less true that the 
same things today present questions different 
in kind as well as in degree from their prede- 
cessors. 

“{t Is the huge size of private fortunes, 
the vast extent.and power of modern.com- 
binations of capital, made possible by pres- 
ent conditions, which have brought upon us 
in these later years problems portentous 
in their possibilities and threatening not only 
our social and political welfare but even our 
personal freedom ii they are not boldly met 
and wisely solved. 


No Hatred of Wealthy. 


“ The great body of the American people, 
neither rich nor poor, the honest, the thrifty, 
the hard working men and women who earn 
and save, have no base envy, no fanatic ha- 
tred of wealth, whether individual or corpo- 
ration, if it has been honestly gained and is 
wisely and generously employed with the 
sénse of responsibility to the republic. But. 
this great body of people, by habit and in- 
stinct wisely conservative, these people who 
are the bone and sinew of our country, and 
upon whom its fortunes and its safety rest, 
began. to observe with deep alarm the recent 
manifestations of the new economical condi- 
tions. More and more they came to believe 
that these vast combinations of capital, 


these huge fortunes, were formed and built - 


up by tortuous and dishonest methods and 
through a cynical disregard of the laws 
which the people themselves: were compelled 
to obey. 

“They began to fear political power was 
being taken from their hands and put into 


the possession of the money holders; that 


their dearest, rights were endan ; that 
their hopes of success and ad nt were 
cut off by business systems which they could 
not understand, but by which the individual 
was sacrificed and held down. They looked 
beneath the surface and found an ominous 


unrest. The violent councils of violent men | 


aimed at the destruction of property and 
the overthrow of law began to be heard and. 
harkened to. The great order loving, in- 
dustrious masses of the American people 
turned away from these advocates of vio- 
lence, but at the same time demanded that 
their government should give them in lawful 


and reasonable ways the protection to which. 


they were entitled against the dangers they 
justly apprehended. 


Task Forced on Republicans, 


“The great duty of fulfilling these right- 
eous demands, like all the great public 
services of the last half century, wab’ im- 
posed upon the republican party, and it has 
not flinched from the burden. Under the 
,lead of the president the republican party 
“has grappled with the new problems born 
of the new donditions, and it has been no light 
task. 

“ Dangerous extremes threatened on either 
hand. On the one side were the radicals

thing. These two forms of radicalism are 
at the outset as far apart as the poles, but 
when carried out they end alike in revolu- 
tion.

. “Yet, notwithstanding all these dificy!- 
ties, much has been accomplished. The re- 
sponse of the people to the policies urged 
by the president has been so emphatic that it 
has been made clear once for all that the 
government of the United States is never to 
be dominated by money or financial inter- 
ests, and that the political party which per- 
mits itself to be ruled by them is doomed 
thereby to defeat. 


Party’s Policy Firmly Set. 

“The policy of the republican party in 
dealing with this new and formidable 
question which has taken concrete form 
in. enormous combinations of capital 
and in great public service corpora- 
tions has been formulated and de- 
termined. That~policy ig to use gov- 
ernment regulation and supervision for the 
control of these great corporations and com- 
binations, precious instruments of business 
and of commerce, so that they may be pre- 
served as useful servants and not destroyed 
because they threaten to become dangerous 
masters. 

“This policy is the absolute opposite of 
government ownership and al] like measures 
advocated by our opponents, which -lead to 
socialism with all its attendant miseries and 
ruin. It isin pursuance of this policy, shaped 
and settled during the last few years, that old 
laws have been enforced and new laws have 
been enacted. 

‘* Nothing is more destructive to the respect 
for law, the great bulwark of civilized so- 
ciety, than to place laws upon the statute 
books merely to still public clamor and to 
satisfy the people when it is not intended that 
they shall be enforced. The worst tmagin- 
able laws are those which are allowed to rust 
unused, because, if enforced, they might In- 
terfere with vested abuses or curb the rich 
and the powerful. 


President Given the Credit. 

“ The president has enforced the laws as he 
found them on the statute books. For this 
performance of his sworn duty he has been 
bitterly attacked. It was to be expected, 
vested abuses and profitable wronge cry 
out when their intremchments are ¢éarried, 
and some one is sure to be hurt when the 
bayonets of the law are pushed home. 

‘In the great American electorate money 
has few votes, but it can command many 
voices and cause many birtis to sing.

Work as Done in Session. 


The session began at 12:19 o’clock with 
every one of the 12,000 seats in the hall oc- 
cupied, and after an hour of band music 
and solos—‘‘ Suwanee River,’”’ “‘Old Ken- 
tucky Home,”’ and other American songs 
that brought the gathering to a high pitch 
of patriotic fervor. Temporary Chairman 
Burrows called the convention to order and 
the Rev. William O. Waters, rector of Grace 
Episcopal church, said a prayer, after which 
the chairman called for the report of the 
credentials committee. 

Delegate Harry M. Daugherty of Ohio 
announced that the report would not be ready 
for an hour, so the convention turned to 
lighter employment. 

At the invitation of the chair Judge James 
D. Connor of Indiana and Henry Baker of 
Minnesota, who were delegates to the first 
republican convention—the one that nomi- 
nated Fremont in 1856—came forwerd and 
took seats on the platform. Later these ven- 
erable republicans were joined by A. G. 
Proctor of St. Joseph, Mich., a delegate to 
the first Lincoln convention and by another 
Fremont delegate, John Ade of Indiana, the 
octogenarian father of George Ade, the hu- 
morist. 


Committees Make Their Reports. 


Ther followed the parade through the hall . 
of the republican marching clubs and it was 
1:15 o'clock when Senator Charies W. Fulton

Then Charles F. Brook- 
er of Connecticut, chairman of the commit- 
tee on permanent organization, reported the 
recommendation of Senator Lodge for per- 
manent chairman and further recommended 
that the other temporary officers be made 
permanent. This report was unanimously 
adopted. 

Temporary Chairman Burrows appointed 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford of New York and 
Gov. Charles S. Deneen of Illinois a com- 
mittee to escort Permanent Chairman Lodge 
to the platform. After the greetings between 
the old and new chairman Senator Lodge 
plunged at once into his address. 


Lodge’s Voice Is Clear. 


The friend of Roosevelt found himself at 
once upon good terms with the convention 
and its guests. His voice was clear and 
strong, penetrating all parts of the audito- 
rium, and his hearers soom perceived that 
they were being treated to a brilliant utter- 


With constant interruptions of generous 
applause, the senator rapidly delivered his 
discussion of republican policies and his’ 
keen gibes at the erratic past and-uncertain 
future of the democratic party. Gradually 


. he traced the evolution of the economic con- 


ditions. which brought Roosevelt to the res- 
cue of the people from the depredations of 
predatory wealth.

Secretary Loeb, However, Says They 
Regard Stampede as Unlikely. 


Washington, D. C., June 17.—[Special.]— 
Every renewed salvo of applause and fresh 
burst of cheering of the fifty minute demon- 
stration for Roosevelt came over the wire 
to Secretary Taft and the president this 
afternoon as realistically as if the two real 
figureheads of the political gathering them- 
selves were sitting in the convention hall. 
By the time the big expenditure of energy 
and breath subsided at Chicago and a bul- 
letin saying ‘‘ All over’ was flashed in, those 
two individuals had experienced a series of 
emotions that ran all the way from pleasant 
surprise to wonderment, and which at times 
grew even into deep apprehension. 


Cheers Actually Are Heard. 


In fact, President Roosevelt was an actual 
Hstener to the demonstration which greeted 


his name in the convention. 


Ten feet above the heads of the delegates 
and immediately in front of the platform 
are four black discs looped by wires and 
joined by a small central cable leading from 
the hall. They are a combination of tele- 
phone and phonograph, taking up the pro- 
ceedings as they occur and transmitting 
each swell of oratory and each throb of ap- 
plause. One of the wires was “cut in” to 
the White house early in the afternoon and 
the president in person, with the receiver 
at his ear, caught the words of Senator 
Lodge as he electrified the assemblagé and 
the echoing shouts which ebbed and flowed 
for full forty-five minutes. 

When the frenzy at Chicago had been run- 
ning for nearly forty minutes Secretary Taft 
seized his hat and bolted from his office. 
He proceeded straight out of the war de- 
partment and across the street to the ex- 
ecutive offices. The Taft smile did not beam 
forth from his countenance with that wonted 
fullness when he was accosted by newspaper 
men in the anteroom, and he was plainly 
anxious to see somebody. 

“You can get all news of the convention 
across the street, boys,” he id, hastily. 
‘I'm in @ big hurry to see the president. 
and you'll have to excuse me.”’ 


President Goes Riding Earlier. 

He turned and walked hastily through the 
doorway of the inner office, only to find it 
empty. The president himself-had made a 
move when the demonstration at Chicago be- 
gan to show signe of hanging on all night. He 
went riding. It was a trifie earlier than the 
president’s usual riding hour, but he consid- 
ered it quite necessary to hurry into his togs 
andget some air 

Secretary Taft moved on through the area- 
way which connects the White house with 
the executive offices and no doubt overtook 
the president at -his dressing room. The con- 
ference did not last long and Secretary Taft 
left by the large front door. He apparently 
éid not care to rug the gantlet of presg men 
who were waiting for him to emerge f the 
president's office, so he continued on out into 
Pennsylvania ayenue and down to the war 
department by that route, having executed a 
considerable detour in order to avoid passing 
by the executive office entrance, where the 

newspaper correspondents lurked. He did not 


stop until he was again behind the doors of 


his inner office in the war department. 

The opening of the Roosevelt demonstra- 
tion, although faithfully bulletined to the 
president and Secretary Taft in their re- 
spective offices, did not seem to arouse any- 


thing more than their pleased and passing 
interest. All conventions grow enthusiastic 
over the mention of the names of party 
leaders, and neither Mr. Taft nor Mr. Roose- 
velt pictured anything more than a good, 
hearty round of cheering and applause 
sandwiched into the middle of Mr. Lodge’s 
speech. 

Mrs. Taft, who was spending the after- 
noon in the office of the secretary for the 
purpose of following the bulletins of the 
convention, remained in the inner office and 
telegraphed bulletins were steadily handed 
in to her. .When Mr. Taft finally returned 
no doubt he was astonished to find the 
demonstration still running, it having been 
under way for almost a half hour. The bul- 
letins came thick and fast and the long dis- 
tance phone jingled merrily. Just what 


caused the secretary to bolt out and look 


for Mr. Roosevelt; of course, could not be 
ascertained, but it was plain to those that 
saw him that the big ovation at Chicago was 
giving him some concern. It may have been 
that he merely wished to add his congratu- 
lations to those which the convention was 
roaring for Mr. Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt Also Shows Concern. 


rresident Roosevelt, it was learned, felt 
deeply gratified over the compliment which 
was paid him, but the duration of the ova- 
tion finally gave him such concern that he 
burst open the door of his office and held a 
council with Private Secretary Loeb. To- 
gether they went over several of the preced- 
ing bulletins to ascertain whether there were 
any indications that Jonathan Bourne was at- 
tempting to get in his deadily work regard- 
ing a second elective term. 

A bulletin to the effect that two-thirds of 
the convention was calmly sitting still at 
the end of half an hour came along at this 
moment, and there was a satisfied series of 
“Ahs” from both the president and his 
private secsetary, who saw safety in that 
state of affairs. It was apparent that two- 
thirds of the convention was holding fast 
anu that was sufficient to prevent a stam- 
pede. 

By the time matters were quieting down, 
near the end of the three-quarter hour 
stretch, attendants swung wide the doors 
leading into the president's offices, as they 
usually do when he is not present, and word 
came out that Mr. Roosevelt had gone for his 
afternoon ride. Just then Mr. Taft staiked 
into the anteroom with his concerned air and 
the announcement that he was too busy to 
talk. 

{ Secretary Loeb, in response to a query as 
to the way the demonstration was taken by 
the presiderit, remarked quietly that there 
was no apprehension of a third term stam- 

ede.

Think Labor Would Approve. 


Concerning the demands of the leaders of 
labor, Mr. Taft goes on record as consid- 
ering them, for the greater part, fair and 
conservative and entitled to courteous con- 
sideration. As for the postal savings bank 
system, its establishment will go far toward 
pleasing the workmen. th Mr. Roosevelt 
and the probable nominee of the convention 
agree that the party’s promise to adopt such 
a system not only would find favor with 
the wage earners, but that it would be of 
real benefit to the country at large in more 
ways than one. Next to the inclusion of 
the anti-injunction plank the leaders would 
like to see the convention pledge itself for 
the postal banks.

Encourage It; Burke Explains. 

The southern delegates began to get ready 
to raise a rough house, but several of the 
northern delegates first had something to say 
in behalf of the resolutiqn. 

“My name should be added to the report,” 
said Col. George H. Doty, the Massachusetts 
member of the committee. 

Henry Lockley of Wisconsin and Senator 
J. H. Gallinger of New Hampshire made the 
same request, as did Delegate Reed Smoot of 
Utah. 

*“ Witty years ago,’’ said Mr. Burke, smil- 
ing with satisfaction at this encouragement 
to iis cause, “the republican party was or- 
ganized for the efiforcement of justice. 

“The republican party today asks, yea, 
demands, that what she had stood for for 4 
half century shall be practiced in her own 
household and among her own brothers in the 
framing of politics.

disappearing, as he said, until there was 
practically nothing left. At the same timé 
the republican organization in the other 
states had increased republican majorities by 
540,000. [Applause }

republican party afford to go before the peo-

Sounds Sectionalism Warning. 


Gov. Augustus E. Willson of Kentucky, a 
tall, athletic appearing man with an earnest 


| face, sounded a note of caution against act- 


ing hastily, while admitting that the argu- 
ment had much to commend it. He said it 
was not a matter of much importance to 
Kentucky, which under the 10,000 rule would 
have the same representation as under the 
old rule, 

“ But,” warned the governor, “ if this res- 
olution is adopted it will do moréto make the 
negro party a sectional party than the negro 
question has done to make the democratic 
party a sectional party. [Wild applause 
from the southern delegates. | 

“With this resolution adopted the na- 
tional republican party may come to the 
emergency where four or five large states, 
with Pennsylvania's enormous majority, 
may dictate the republican national nom- 
ination. [Applause from northern delegates. ] 

**Many southern republicans, like many 
northern republicans, have chafed under the 
continual rule of prejudice in many of the 
southern states, which has resulted in bring- 
ing the republican party to almost insignifi- 
cant proportions in some states. ‘ 


South as Republic’s Hope. 

“We have longed for the time when the 
real Americans of the south can resume 
freedom of opinion in accord with their 
intelligence, patriotism, and their good judg- 
ment.. I believe the sun of that day is ris- 
ing. 

“‘"The south, perhaps, has the moet homo- 
geneous native American population tn this 
country. It may come to pass that at no 
distant day the south may be the sheet 
anchor of safety to the republic.” [Applause 
from everybody.) 

The governor pleaded that all the south- 
ern states were sister states and he warned 
the convention that no good would come from 
any departure from the rule of the constitu- 
tion. 

Unjust to Democrats, Too? 

Delegate Keifer of Ohio, an elderly man, 
whose white beard Makes him look some- 
thing like James G. Blaine and who wore an 
evening coat, followed. 

“ Bleyen southern states,”’ said he, “* four 
years ago polled 800,000 votes less than New 
York state. Those eleven states elected 119 
electors and the state of New York thirty- 
nine. 

“Thirty-seven members of the house of 
representatives were elected that year in 
New York, and in those eléven states with 
800,000 less votes they elected ninety-seven 
representatives. In several districts of sev- 
eral states there were more votes polled in 
the congressional districts by the democrats 
of the north than were polled in the state of 
Mississippi all told, yet the northern demo- 
crats did not elect anybody, while they elect- 
ed eight democrats in Mississipp!.” 


Herrick Would Let Congress Act.

* What we want,” said he, “ is the enforce- 
ment of the organic laws of this country, 
enforced so the representation of congress, 
based on the yote of the people that you 
are trying to disfranchise, will be changed as 
it should be changed. When you do that 
we will talk to you about being disfranchised. 
[Southern yells from the dark contingent.) 

“You have heard about the centralization 
of power. Eight states today in the union 
could nominate the president based upon this 
new apportionment. They also could nom- 
inate the vice president and write the plat- 
form, and the other thirty-eight states 
would be absolutely voiceless. What are 
those states? They are the states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Dlinois, 
New Jersey, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 

“What do you think will be said by the 
28,000 colored voters in the state of Illinois 
if you perpetrate this kind of an outrage 
upon their race? Because it is largely upon 
their race. What will be said by the 45,000 
in the state of Missouri, who gave this elec- 
toral vote four years ago to Theodore Roose- 
velt? 

“Tf the state of Delaware got the same 
representation which the state of New York 
has got in the United States senate she would 
have seventy senators in the United States 
senate. How do you like that? And the 
state of Pennsylvania would have over sixty 
senators based upon votes.’’ 


Active Only in Convention. 


George P. Buckingham got the floor and 
pertinentiy observed that since the national 
committee met two weeks ago it chiefly had 
been occupied in settling disputes among 
the members of the republitan committee 
from the states in the far south.

“We cannot see that In good conscience 
you would punish one who tries to keep the 
law and then put a premium on my demo- 
cratic neighbor in Georgia who breaks the 
law. [{Applause.] I do not see why I should 
be punished in a republican national con- 
vention and a premium put on democratic 
congresemen. from sister states who boast 
that their hands are baptized with the blood 
of American citizéns to prevent them from 
voting under the law.

NEW YORK DELEGATES BITTER 
AT GOV. HUGHES’ FIRM STAND. 


Secret Meeting to Decide Division of 
Ballot Called Off and Individuals Will 
Vote in Convention. 


So bitter are the differences which have 
arisen among the members of the New York 
state delegation over the failure of Gov. 
Hughes to withdraw as a candidate for the 
presidential nomination that Chairman 
Woodruff has called off the meeting which 
was to have been held for the purpose of ‘as- 
certaining the division of the vote on the 
first ballot. 

The direct result of this will be that when 
New York is called in the convention the 
entire delegation will have to rise and each 
one will name his candidate. 

The idea of a secret vote to ascertain the 
division originated with some of the @ele- 
gates who are opposed to Hughes’ candt- 
dacy. They figured out that with the poll 
taken behind closed doors Chairman Wood- 
ruff would merely announced in the con- 
vention so many for this candidate and so 
many for thatone. In this way noone would 
know and the delegates would be protected 
from publicity. 

As this scheme fell down, though supported 
by Woodruff, it is now believes that Hughes’ 
vote will be much larger than was expected 
in the Néew ‘York delegation. 

“I think that the governor wili receive 
at least sixty-six votes,’ said Speaker Wads- 
worth, last evening. 

Senator Page delivered an ultimatum to 
those who are prepared to throw aside their 
inetructions and vote against Hughes. 

“ Tell them,"’ said the senator, “* that there 
will be no backward step. We will not recede 
from our position. It hag been trtily said

Satisfied with Court Declaration. 

The four .anti-administration. members 
finally came to the conclusion that inasmuch 
as the opening paragraph of the court pro- 
cedure plank contained a direct declaration 
that the republican party would at all times 
preserve the right of the courts to enforce 
their process, it would be safe to accept the 
rest of the plank, which is‘merely a declara- 
tion that there should be legislation requir; 
ing notice of an injunction, except-in emer- 
gencies, where irreparable injury would re- 
sult from delay. : 

This latter section is.really a return to the 
old practice in the federal courts. This for- 
mer practice was defined by statutes, subse- 
quently repealed, so that the latter half of 
the court procedure declaration is. merely .a 
plea for a reénactment of the old law, and 
congress”. will probably go no farther sna 
that. 


Battle Cry from Taft. 

At 10 o'clock the full committee began to 
arrive and for more than two hours devoted 
their attention to the general planks of the 
platform. 

It was half an hour after midnight when 
a sensational and acrifnonious debate began 
on the anti-injunction plank, the most strik- 
ing feature of which was the reading of a 
telegram from Secretary Taft by Wade Ellis 
of Ohio, of which the following is a part: 

We can fight well if we can fight right. 

It is imperative that such a plank (anti. 

injunotion) go on the platform 
jit was just as necessary to convince the 
full committee as it was the subcommittee 
of the wisdom of adopting even a compromise 
plank, which specifically declares full con- 
fidence in the coupts. The debate began at 
12:30 and strung along until toward day- 
light. One speaker after another attacked 
the whole idea of any recognition -by the 
convention that the’ court procedure of the 
country was in any way open to criticism, 
so far as it related to the rights of labor. 

The compromisé, even with the unanimous 
indorsement of the subcommittee Ancluding 
the four members who had led the fight 
against the administration, was not received 
with much enthusiasm, indicating that the 
original plank might have been beaten in 
the full committee, in spite of the influence 
of the administration. ‘ 


Calls Compromise a Trick. 

As a sample of the debate may be men- 
tioned the bitter speech of Thomas McCarter 
of New Jersey, who said, among other things: 

“The attempt at a compromise is a trick 
to fool the people. I am amazed that the 
republican party should make any such ef- 
forts. We might as well cast suspicion on 
the virtue of a woman as to make this attack 
on the courts, which are the bulwark of the 
American people. All in this room know this 
to be a fact. I.am surprised that the sub- 
committee should compromise on this matter. 

“JT am willing to compromise on almost 
anything except upon character of individuals 
or institutions.”’ 


Taft’s Telegram Effective. 

Secretary Taft's telegram had a great deal 
of effect upon the committee, because most of 
the members knew that he had been a federal 
judge for many years and that he had him- 
self exercised the right to issue writs of in- 
junction for the express purpose of prevent- 
ing vielence in labor disputes, He did this at 
a time when the Pullman strike was at its 
worst stage and in spite of threats of the 
union men he sent Debs’ lieutenant to jail 
for contempt of court in inciting a strike on 
a railroad for which Judge Taft had ap- 
pointed a receiver. Many of the members 
who were originally opposed to anti-injunc- 
tion planks of all kinds finally took ‘the 
ground that if Judge Taft would stand for 
such a declaration in the face of his record 
and with his profound respect for the judi- 
ciliary they could. do the same thing. 


Plank a Composite. 

The compromise plank is really a com- 
bination of two others. It accepts the sug- 
gestion made by Nicholas Murray Butler and 
others,’ fortified by Joseph H. Choate, that 
the corivention should express confidence in 
the courts. 

At the same time the plank containsa 
concession to the Gompers element because 
it suggests that injunctions should not be 
granted except upon notice to the defendant, 
but with the proviso that the judge should 
have the power to issue a summary tempo- 
rary injunction to prevent actual damage to 
life or property, provided that a speedy 
hearing shall be given the defendant. 


Won Over by President. 

On the original anti-injunction plenk the 
full committee of resolutions was against the 
administration by a vote of approximately 28 
to 24. During the day, however, tremendous 
exertions, were put forth on the part of the 
administration to secure the ge of.an 
anti-injunction plank of some kind. 

Telegrams were sent to many different 
members of the subcommittee expressing the 
personal desire of the president that some 
concession should be made in the platform to.

This Gompers plank was not given favor- 
able consideration at any stage of the pro- 
ceedings, because it was recognized that it 
proposed a radical interference with the 
procedure in the courts.

The general 
objection was made that any pronouncement 
in a republican platform which tended in any 
way to limit the authority of the courts or to 
cast discredit upon them would have a bad 
effect upon the business interests of the 
country. : | 


Deluged with Dispatches. 

The administration was hot alone inthe re- 
cefpt of telegrams. Almost every member of 
the resolutions committee was deluged with 
dispatches from his home people. and it is 
significant of the condition of public opinion 
that the great majority of these dispatches 
expressed the most violent opposition to any 
kind of a plank, no matter how mild, which 
seemed to express.any disgust in the present 
‘procedure of the courts. 

.On* the -othér hand, the administration 
rmen insisted that. the proposed plank looked 
only foward a return to the old process of 
procedure in the federal court, under which 
writs of injunctions were not issued without 
notice unless there was grave danger of im- 
mediate damage to property or loss of life. 


Purport of Choate Idea. 
Exactly the opposite of the Gompers reso- 
» lution and the administration plank was the 
Choate declaration, which was strongly 
urged. It is nothing more nor less than ex- 
pression of profound confidence in the ju- 
diclary, and of course it is as far from the 
anti-injunction plank as anything that could 
be agreed upon. Many of the members of 
the resolutions committee believe that the 
convention. would be wise if it would adopt 
the Choate declaration as it stands and let the 
anti-injunction plan go overboard. 

During the day the Influence of the admin- 
istration and of such men as Gary and Per- 
kins of the steel trust combination waa so 
strong that several of the antl-administration 
membere of the committee began to weaken, 
The opposition to the plank was terrific, but 
it was met by thé openly expressed desire of 
the president and_Secretary Taft that some 
plank of this character should be written into 
the platform. The administration gradually 
won over one member after another, and the 
opposition late in the evening was forced to 
concede that the committee was changing its 
complexion and would indorse the injunction 
plank in some form and report it to the con- 
vention. 


Occupies Middle Grvund. 

Among those who held a sort of middle 
ground was R. A. Ballinger, the member 
from the state of Washington. He was for- 
merly' commissioner of the land office at 
Washington, D. C., and, of course, had held 
pecullarly intimate relations with the Roose- 
velt administration. At the same time he 
was on principle opposed to an anti-injunc- 
tion plank. He, therefore, set himself at 
work to see if a basis of compromise could 
not be reached which would be more or less 
satisfactory to both sides or which would at 
least enable a plank to be reported by the 
full committee. 

There was therefore agreed upon a com- 
promise originally drawn up by Mr. Bal- 
linger. The subcommittee, as explained yes- 
terday, stood 9 to 4 for the original plank, 
and of course it was equally as pronounced 
for the compromise. This Ballinger com- 
promise, if it can be so called, seeks to sat- 
isfy both wings of the party and it probably 
does so to some extent, although the objec- 
tion made most generally is that any men- 
tion made of anti-injunction no matter how 
obscure ‘casts suspicion on the integrity or 
the ability uf the federal judges. 


Safeguard of Liberties. 

This. compromise in its extended form, 
therefore, declares that the republican party 
has unalterable confidence in the honesty and 
ability of the federal judiciary. It com- 
mends that branch of the, government as 
being the safeguard of the liberties of the 
people, and pledges the party not to inter- 
fere in any way with any of the legitimate 
functions of the court. 

At the same time, the plank recites the 
republican party is -convinced that there 
are certain changes of procedure which may 
be effected by statute law without interfering 
with the inherent right of the courts to pro- 
tect, life and property. 

The platform, therefore, declares that the 
writ of injunction should not be issued from 
any court except upon due notice to the per- 
son interested. In an emergency only the 
court would be aflowed to protect life or 
property by a-summary injunction, but this 
would be temporary in character only and 
would be subject to review in open court 
and with due notice to the defendant at the 
earliest possible momént. 


Called Clever Straddle. 

This compromise, while far from satis- 
factory to the general committee, was prac- 
tically certain of adoption before the com- 
mittee met at 10. o'clock. It was a straddle, 
of course, but a remarkably clever one, be- 
cause it included two extremes and avoided 
altogether the dangerous Gompers. proposi- 
tion, which proposed to make a contempt of 
court case triable by a jury. There was in. 
the general committee a bare majority for’ 
the compromise, and-it will be reported to 
the conveastion in that shape. 

This may mean a lively debate on the 
floor. There may be, of course, a minority 
report, which will be signed by more than 
twenty members of the resolutions commit-

An attempt was made last night to cause a 
“ stampede for Roosevelt” at an “ anti-in- 
junction and anti-Taft demonstration " held 
at the International theater. A crowd of 600, 
including many democrats and socialiste and 
nearly 100 hired transparency ‘carriers, at- 
tended the meeting, and every time the name 
of Roosevelt was mentioned there was wild 
nN ap and waving of flags and handker- 
chiefs. - 

The months which was arranged by A. A. 
Allen of the. Union Labor Advocate, purport- 
ed to be a “ labor protest” against the nom- 
ination of Taft for president. It is under-- 
stood, however, that the gathering was en- 
gineered by W. N. Mitchell of Atlanta, Ge., 
who was one of the speakers and who 
described himself as a “Georgia Roosevelt 
democrat.” 

The crowd was “ drummed” up by a band. 
and a miscellaneous parade carrying trans- 
parencies through the streets in the vicinity 
of the meeting hall. Henry Knauss, a mem-- 
ber of the garment workers’ union, was chair- 
man. He opened the proceedings by an- 
nouncing that the “‘anti-Taft sentiment of 
the country fs growing every minute.” 


Taft Called Injunction Maker. 

This was greeted with profound silence. 

Not even the flags which the crowd had been 
provided with at the door swayed. 

“We who don’t want to see the injunction 
againat the laboring men continued don’t 
want Taft,”’ said Knauss. *‘ Taft is the orig- 
inator of the injunction in this country. Don’t 
believe for a moment that Taft will run on 
Roosevelt policies and make good.” 

“No, no,” the crowd shouted. ~ 

‘““You don’t believe it. I don’t believe ft. 
/ So far as republican policies are concerned, 
this is the city where Lincoln was nom- 
inated.

SENATOR STEWART IS 83 
AND’AS CHIPPER AS A BOY. 


Has Been at Five National Conventions 
and Carefully Denies Any Preten- 
_\tions as a Political Prophet, .

Senator John W. Stewart of Vermont is 83 
years old, but he feels about as chipperas he 
did when a bey. He has been at five national 
conventions, the first being when Lincoln 
was nominated in 1860, 

Senator Stewart is careful to convince peo- 
ple that if they are looking for a political 
prophet they must look elsewhere tham at 
his headquarters. Back in the ‘60s they 
would have looked pityingly at the man who 
ventured to speak of capital and labor and 
trusts and railroads‘as great political fac- 
tors. Of all the old issues the tariff alone 
survives. 

“ And the subject of the tariff seems likely 
to survive,” said Senator Stewart. “It ap- 
pears to be the stock In trade of our times." 

** Who will be the nominee, seriator?”’ 

‘The contest never is over until the votes 
are counted,’ said the senator cautiously. 
“Taft is all we can see now. As for second 
place, I. don't know. I have seen the un- 
looked for happen more times than one.”

SPEECHES TO BE CURTAILED. 


Hot Debate Certain When Resolutions 
Committee Presents Platform.

The third day's session of the convention 
will be called to order at 10 o'clock, 
hours before the usual opening time: 

For the delegates as a whole it will be the 
busiest day of the session. When the reso- 
lutions committee prepares its final draft of 
the platform. and submits it for adoption, the 
assembly will at once hecome involved in 
heated. debate. 

When this is concluded there will come the 
presidential nominations and the seconding 
speeches with their accothpaniment of dem- 
onstrations from several camps. 

No sooner will the first and Taft ballot be 
completed than the vice presidential tangle 
may be brought up for consideration of the 
balloters. 

It is more likely that the vice presidency 
will go over until tomorrow morning. 


Speeches to Be Curtailed. 

An agreement was reached last night by 
representatives of all the candidates by 
which the nominating and seconding speeches 
for president will be materially curtailed. This 
agreement is that only the nominating and 
one seconding speech shall be made for each 
candidate, and that the long list of second- 
ing speeches which have been heretofore an- 
nounced will be abandoned. 

The speeches for Secretary Taft will be by 
Theodore BH. Burton of Cleveland, placing 
the secretary in nomination, and George A. 
Knight of California, seconding the nomina- 
tion. The speakers who have relinquished 
the honor of seconding the nominations are 
Senators Dolliver of Iowa, Burkett of Ne- 
braska, Borah of Idaho, George H. Williams 
of Oregon, who was attorney general in the 
Grant cabinet, and Henry’ Lincoln Johnson, 
the negro orator of Georgia. 


List Not Arranged. 

A similer curtailment occurs in the long 
list of seconding speeches of the other cin- 
didates, but the exact list of those who retire 
from the oratorical arena is not definitely 
arranged tonight. This determination was 
reached because the proceedings were prom- 
ising to be greatly prolonged by the larger 
number of speeches. 

United States Senator J. B. Foraker of Ohio 
will be placed in nomination for president by 
Cc. B. McCoy of Coshocton, O., and the nom- 
ination will be seconded by W. O. Emery of 
Macon, Ga. 

Mr. Stevenson declined to give any esti- 
mate as to the number of votes it was ex- 
pected Senator Foraker would receive, but 
contented himself with the statement that 
he would receive the support of “‘a good 
number of delegates.”’

Vice Presidential Talk Presents a Prob 
lem for the Standpatters. 


Gév. Cummins has been telegraphed to 
come to Chicago on the first train. 

Col. G. W. French of Davenport sent him 
the message last night and coupled with it 
was the information that he should make his 
home while in Chicago at the headquarters 
of the delegation from the Second Iowa dis- 
trict. 

‘*T wired the governor that he should come 
to the Second district headquarters,” said 
Mr. French, “and I told him he would find 
himself among friends.

Secretary’s Eyes on Situation. 

John B. Briar, private secretary for Gov. 
Cummins, said he had no information as to 
the governor’s movements, but probably 
would be informed in case he started for Chi- 
cago, He did not expect him to come before 
late today in case he came.at all. 

‘*I do not know what there is in this story 
about the governor being named for vice 
president,” said Mr. Briar, “‘ but 1 am trying 
to keep in touch with the situation as far as 
possible, and if anything velops which de- 
mands the presence of Gov. Cummins I think 
he will come to Chicago.” 

Iowa Delegation at Sea. 

The Iowa delegation is considerably at sea 
as to the vice presidential situation. With 
Dolliver out of the way it is confronted 
with -the possibility,of a good sized Cummings 
boom for the position. 

The standpatters scarcely wish to take a 
position against the governor for the second 
place on the ticket, but they are not willing 
to put him at the head of’a political machine 
that might run things in their state, Conse- 
quently they find themselves nonplused by 
the turn matters have taken.

MUST PLEASE ALL HANDS. 


Henry Taft Gives Quietus to Ru- 


mors as to Probable Man 
for the Place. — 
“The cheirmanship of the next repub- 


lican national committee will not be decided 
until after the ticket has been named,” said 


Henry Taft last night in an informal but | 


official statement for the Taft organization. 
“Tt will be determined then by the candi- 
date and by a subcommittee from the new 
national committee. The chairman must be 
acceptable to both the candidate and the 
committee. 

“Until the nomination has been made and 
the new committee has taken the matter of 
thé chairmanship under consideration noth- 
ing will be decided upon,” Taft. 
“Until that time’ has mage reached any 
statement. which purporte to commit the 
friends of Yr. Taft to any particular man for 
this position is entirely without authority or 
foundation.” ~~ 


Gives Quietus to Rumors. 

This statement may be taken ae final in 
establishing the position of Mr. Taft’s cam- 
paign managers and friends with regard to 
the chairmanship. It {s calléd forth by the 
fact that statements with the apparent final- 
ity of authority issue from time to time, giv- 
ing to one man or another the management 
of the next national campaign. 

Such statements have been made regarding 
Frank H. Hitchcock, who conducted the pre- 
convention campaign of the Taft forces from 
Washington. In other quarters it haz been 
presumed that Senator W. Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts would head the committee 
and the name of Postmaster General George 
von L. Méyer also has been suggested. 
‘Mr. Taft's statement makes it apparent 
that the matter is entirely open for future 
consideration, and it also ie calculated to’re- 
lieve the anxiety of republicans féaring ‘that 
a hasty decision would be reached. 


Must Please All Factions. ~ 

The one thing which has been determined 
is that the campaign manager. and head of 
the committee will be acceptable to all the 
republicans concerned with the matter. 
This is definitely settled by the statement 
that the candidate and the national commit- 
tee will be equally consulted in the naming 
of the new chief.

CONVENTION SHOWS ITS METTLE. 

One hope that may have sailed into the 
democratic leaders’ mind on the quiet 
waters of the convention's first session 
must have capsized in the gale of enthu- 
siasm which swept the Coliseum yester- 
day. They are not to meet a party weak- 
ened by apathy. 

The fighting fervor is in the party and 
in its leaders. Its platform will not mean 
to republicans a mere formula. It will 


be the militant creed of an army going 


forth to political war confident of its 
aims, proud of its achievements, assured 
of its political destiny. 

It would be strange, indeed, if it were 
not so. The element of suspense which 
comes of clashing faction has been absent. 
The circuslike machinery of enthusiasm 
of the days of the torchlight procession 
has been absent. The convention has 
been from the first conscious that its work 
was pretty plain before it, and it settled 
down, perhaps oversolemnly, to its job. 

Bat the vigor of life is in this assembly 
and will be in the campaign that is to 
follow. The republican party was never 
more keenly alive to its responsibilities, 
It has seldom if ever been so deeply 
stirred by the principles and policies it 
champions. 


WOMAN AND THE CONVENTION. 

There was a time when the men of the 
house attended to the politics of the fam- 
ily. The women folk were expected loy- 
ally to echo so much as they under- 
stood of the views expressed by the wise 
and serious males, but to confine their 
active interest in the proceedings of a po- 
litical convention or an election to the 
parades and the jollifications.

CONVENTION ARRANGEMENTS. 

Some people always feel disappointed 
with their seats in conventions.

The great majority of convention goers, 
whether seated in the company of dele- 


‘gates or among the guests in the gal- 


leries, are inclined to marvel! at the skill

The work of the several men who have 
had. these matters in charge for the re- 


‘publican convention has proved the high 


quality of their administrative skill. ‘The 
arrangement of platform and seats de- 
manded a large amount of thought be- 
fore a single door was opened. The 
proper seating of the different state dele- 
gations was a delicate and difficult task 
requiring wide knowledge of conditions. 
The plans for handling the. - eager 
throngs presenting themselves at the door- 
ways, involying the selection and in- 
struction of doorkeepers and ushers, had 
to be worked out with great care. The 
entire police arrangements had to be gone 
over wtth deliberation. To organize the 
necessary force of assistants so as to have 
the convention move along with the least 
possible friction was a duty whose im- 
portance the average man little realizes. 
Candidates, orators, distinguished citi- 
zens whose names are mentioned or whose

usually are overlooked. But, after all,

cities whose dislike of New York is really 
stirred not by parochialism but by her. 
“ native arrogance.” New York, says the 
Post, does not assert her superiority, nor 
justify it, nor defend it. New York as: 
sumes it. 

This is, indeed, self-knowledge, for New 
York knows herself. But her parochial- 
ism, like its chief expression, her arro- 
gance, lies in her ignorance of anything 
in America outside of herself. Her con- 
sciousness of her own vitality, power, and 
beauty is something in which every Ameri- 
can is predisposed to share. It is her 
assumption of monopoly—pointing her ig- 
norance of others—and ‘her snobbishness 
which put the brand of parochialism upon 
her. The receptiveness of the western 
cities seems to us to save them, in de- 
spite of their ingenuous self-glorification, 
from that reproach. 

New York is the “climber” of cities. 
She is anxious to be received in the 
society of world capitals, to be bowed 
to in public by Paris and London. She 
is anxious to distinguish herself by an 
excessive good form from her frankly 
American cousins. 

This, we hope and firmly believe, is a 
passing phase. After she has been “ re- 
ceived” we believe she will find courage 
to accept what she’ really has occasion 
openly and honorably to take her stand 
upon, her Americanism. 

Meanwhile let us bear with her, our 
brilliant, vain, and erring sister. Her 
virtues are sound, though she is ashamed 
of them. Her standards are false, but 
they are, temporary, She will learn and 
ghe will grow. We ehall be honestly 


proud of her yet.

Lord Pembroke is a useful peer, and a 
manufacturer of carpets in a large way. 
When the French Protestant weavers were 
driven from their native land by the revoca- 
tion of the edict of Nantes and sought 
refuge in England, a large number of them 
settled at Wilton. 

There they prospered, and received a char- 
ter from King William ITI.,. which formed 
the skilled workmen into a corporate body 
and prohibited any person not licensed by 
the guild from setting up carpet works with- 
in four miles of Wilton. 

In course of time this carpet weaying be- 
came transformed from a foreign into an 
essentially English industry, the factory 
hands being drawn from the neighboring

Nor is Lord Pembroke the only member of 
his family who has shown an interest in the 
industries of his country. His eldest broth- 
er and predecessor, the thirteenth earl of 
Pembroke, built and endowed at Dublin. 
where the house of Herbert owns a large 
amount of landed property, a technical col- 
lege for the instruction of men and women 
of the artisan class in various trades and 
industries. | 

Their mother, Lady Herbert of Lea, a con- 
vert to the Roman Catholic church, has built 
and endowed a large Catholic orphanage at 
Salisbury, and spent a number of months 
in the United States several years ago tray- 
eling about collecting money for the grept 
Roman Catholic missionary college at Mill 
Hill in England. 

Her husband, the late Lord Herbert of 
Lea, father of the present Lord Pembroke, 
and of his elder brother and predecessor, 
was one of the most distinguished states- 
men of the first half of the Victorian reign 
and enjoyed the friendship of Gladstone and 
the regard of Lord Beaconsfield. The latter 
portrayed him as the most fascinating fig- 
ure in English life in several of his novels, 
notably in ** Endymion,”’ in which he figures 
as Sidney Wilton. 

Among the many features of Wilton house 
are the gardens and the grand old trees, 
under one of which an ancient ilex, Sir Philip 
Sidney reclined when he wrote his “ Ar- 
cadia.” 

The house is full of historic relics and 
superb paintings, including an immense 
Vandyke, representing the Herbert family, 
ten in number, who were alive in the days of 
the painter, two children who had died be- 
ing, represented as cherubims aloft in the 
clouds, Titians, Holbeins, Rubenses, Rey- 
noldses, and Romneys abound, and any num- 
ber of historic relics, gifts of sovereigns to 
‘the’ Herberts of long ago, and accumulated 
by degrees throughout the nearly 400 years 
that Wilton has been the home of the lords 
of Pembroke. | ~ 
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Viscount Portman, of whom I gave a sketch 
in these letters a few weeks ago, describing 
the fortunes of his house as having had their 
origin in @ monopoly of the sale of asses’ 
milk in London for several hundred years, 
was attended on the occasion of his marriage 
last week not only by his children and grand- 
children but also by several great-grand- 
children. 

He is T8 years old, though atill able to 
fulfill his duties ae master of the hounds, 
while his bride, widow of the late Liy- 
ingstone Learmouth, is 71. 

Lord Portman is enormously rich, owning 
large areas of the fashionable residential 
district of the metropolis.

Although In Isabella the 
Catholic’s day it was primarily a school of 
civil and of canon law, it had already begun 
some or years before to give both de- 
grees and practical inatruction in music, a 
branch net attempted by. other univeralties 
until the fifteenth century, | 
Salamanca’s influence, more than that of 
any other university, promoted recognition of 
feminine scholarship in Christian Spain, and 
helps to explain the high repute with which 
women scholars were held throughout Chris- 
tian Spain. Salamanca waa indeed renowned 
for its jearned women. Severa) names of its 
learned women have come down to us 
through the ages. Dona Lucia de Nedrano 
instructed classes at Salamanca in classical 
Latinity. Dona Beatriz de Galindo was sum- 
moned Salamanca to teach Latin to 
Isabella the Catholic, and was rewarded by 
the queen with the title of ‘‘ La Latina.” This 
was, of. course, part of the heritage of the 


‘wisdom of the Moorish rule to which Spanish 


womien fell heir with Spanish men. We see 
the same tolerance toward education for 
women manifested everywhere through 
Spain at this period. 

These scholars of old Salamanca were a 
sturdy race of well poised intellects if we may 
judge from one of them, Fray Luise de Leon, 
whose statue, in bronze, stands in the public 
square, and who, in the days of the inquisi- 
tion, was held for seventeen years in prison 
on the charge of heresy. At the end of that 
time he was released, acquitted of the charge, 
and upon his return to hie old place in. the 
university his lecture hall was crowded with 
people eager to hear whet he would have to 
say about the injustice of his incarceration. 
Composedly he took his accustomed place 
and thus began: “Ase I was saying in my 
last lecture—” 

* * 

Most picturesque and interesting wae my 
visit to Zamora. This old city on the River 
Duero, not far from the Portuguese frontier, 
is grandly situated, and has historical} aaso- 
ciatione of high interest, especially from the 
siege of Dona Urraca by her brother Sancho, 
in whose army the Cid fought. Sancho was 
murdered after many months, and the city 
was not taken, and from that time the Span- 
ijards have a proverb, “Zamora wae not 
gained in an hour,’’ ike our “* Rome waa not 
built in a @ay."’ On the portal of the ruined 
palace of Dona Urraca are-carved the worda, 
‘ afuera, afuera, Rodrigo soberbic Castel- 
lano” (Keep out, keep out, Roderick, the 
proud Castilian), which wes put up in mem- 
ory of the siege. 

Valladolid hes 60,000 people who live in 
squalid hovels. It le the most unclean and 
thoroughly miserable place I ever saw, nor 
could I imagine anything less inviting. I 
visited the Plaga Mayor, where the old 
houses are the same from which spectators 
used to witnees the burning of heretics and 
such gentle sports. Two wretched houses 
are interesting because of the Inscription 
placed upon them. One reade “ Aqui vivio 
Cervantes ’’ (Here Cervantes lived), the other 
* Aqui Murio Colon’ (Here Columbus died). 
If I were condemned to live in Valladolid 
after seeing America I think I should speedily 
follow the example of Columbus. 

At Burgos the great sight is the cathedral, 
which I will not attempt to describe. It is 
indeed so rarely beautiful as to defy descrip- 
tion. Philip IJ. declared that angels had a 
part in the making of it, and before its 
Gothic, airy flight one is wiTiing to believe it 
to be of workmanship higher than human. 
There are the ruins of a4 fortress about a 
thousand yearea old, blown up by the French 
in Napoleon's time. Burgos was for cen- 
turiees the capital of Castile, but it is now an 
insignificant country town of about 6,000 in- 
habitants. It is the home of the Cid. You 
remember from your French reading Ra- 
cine’s tragedy of the Cid. He was a famous 
old fighter of 800 years ago and the national 
hero of Spain. I saw the site of his house 
and out upon the public promenade saw hie 
statue, and in the town hali saw the casket 
containing his bones and those of his devoted 
wife. There is said to be an interesting 
museum in Burgos in the gate of Santa 
Maria, but the man who has the key is out of 
town on business, and the musetim is beyond 
my reach. Burgos is a walled city and looks 
impregnable from 4 distance. — 

It is now beginning to clear up and I can 
gee out of my window. Along the road which 
lies below me leading up to the city gate now 
and then a man rides along on a mule. The 
man wears a broad brimmed hat, short 
jacket, and. short black sash. The mule is 
clipped so that fantastic designs appear on 
his sides, Women walk by with burdens on 
their heads. Sometimes thére is a donkey to 
carry the load. ‘Then it is hard to see more 
than the head and forelegs of the little beast, 
A donkey is a wonderfully intelligent looking 
animal. I wonder where it gets its reputation 
for stupidity. Perhaps it is in betting people 
put such heavy loads on its back.

Boston, Mass., June 15.—[Hditor of The

Ex-Gov. John L. Bates is another at 
Massachusetts man overlooked in hoy 
test. Few men in public life are his equal 
as a speaker, and the fact that he is asso- 
ciated with the Methodist church in a semi- 
official capacity would bring that great or- 
ganization to work for the ticket. He, too, 
is a man of Mberal tendencies, and would 
have been a delegate to the pregent conven- 
tion had he not withdrawn to save the party 
a row and a bad a#plit. 

There is ex-Gov. John D. Long, who is to 
second Taft's nomination on behalf of Mass- 
achugetts.

Approves Conduct of Police.

I think it is 
doing first rate and is much better than the 
old courts. It needs more constitutional 
powers. As a rule the police did well under 
the justice courts, and they are doing much 
better than they ever did.

Master 
Hopkins listened for a while, yawned, and 
gave it up, content to let the attorneys try 
to fathom the labyrinths of high finance.

Actual Confiscation Cited. 

Mr. Bonaparte, in referring to the power 
of congress to regulate corporations even to 
the extreme of confiscation, cited the case 
of a bridge .over the Allegheny river, which 
was condemned and razed by the secretary of 
war upon the authorization of congress. Mr. 
Bonaparte said that the owners of the bridge, 
which was erected by a grant of the state of 
Pennsylvania, invested their money, knowing 
‘the right of congress subsequently to pass 
laws based on changéé conditions.

How to Smock. 

Smocking is the application of two of the 
ordinary sewing stitches to a series of piaits 
or flutes on the folds, and takes the place 
of gathering or plaiting. It is anornamental 
way of gathering, just as shirring is, and is 
considered pretty and at present it is pop- 
ular. 

Unless one is experienced in smocking it 
is necessary fo prepafe the work caretuliy 
s0 as to produce good results. The materia! 
must be carefully gathered before the actual 
gmocking can begin. A ruler or tape meas- 
on and a pencil, if the material to De smocked 

is light colored, or a plece of chaik if it is 
dark. - Let the sélvedge edges run down- 
ward and then along the top, about an Inch 
from the edge, mark off. a number of halt 
inches and putting the ruler down and 
dotting them off with the pencil. Make as 
many rows of dots as you desire, leaving 
about a quarter of an inch between the lines. 
Having marked it, the material must be 
gathered with stitches of exactly the same 
length a quarter of an inch apart. Sew 
these stitches on the wrong side and begin 
each line with a strong knot which will not 
slip through the goods. The half inch Marks 
give the size of the stitch,-which is a quarter 
of an inch on the needie and a quarter of an 
inch off The rows of stitching must all be 
made eveh—that is, all the overstitenes being 
exactly underfeath one another. When ali 
the lines are’stitched pull them fairly tignt- 
ly and wind the ends around pins. 

The folds will all fall regularly and will 
not need stroking. The work should now 
be turned to the right side. Having made 
a firm. Kret in the sewing cotton, bring tne 


“needle. up from the wrong side to the rignt 


in the left hand corner on the tacking thread, 
which may be seen befween the folds. 
‘Fasten two of the folds together with a few 
back ‘stitches and then. slip the needle down 


‘the edge of the second fold to the'next tack- 


ing thread and bring it up to the right side. 
Again back ¢titch two foids, and it will be 


comes the first of the other. Point the needle 
away from. you and slip it down the edge of 
the second fold and bring it out on the frst 
tacking thread and on a line with the first 
smocking stitch, and proceed to backstitch 
these same two folds together that you did 
in-the first. When all the rows are treated 
in this manner a series of diamond shaped 
puffs will be seen, the puffs being on the 
wrong side. When the smocking is all.com- 
pleted the gathering threads must be re- 
moved. :

Ticket Wins in Hotly Con- 
tested Election.

| VOTE IS 807 AGAINST 684. 


Ballot Is the Heaviest in the His- 
tory of the Physicians’ 
. Organization. 


The election of Dr. A. C. Cotton to the presi- 
dency of the Chicago Medical society was an- 
nounced informally at a late hour last night. 
Dr. Cotton is the head of the “ inner circle’”’ 
ticket, which has waged a strenuous contest 
with the regular, or “ aristocrats’ ’’ ticket, 
headed by Dr. C. P. Caldwell. 

An informal check, made while preparing 
the ballots for the general count, showed that 
out of 1,491 votes cast Dr. Cotton received 
807 and Dr. Caldwell 684, giving the victor 
a majority of 128 votes. 

At. 1 o'clock the tellers had completed the 
official count of 650 ballots. It was reported 
that Dr. Cotton’s majority had been cut to 
107, with more than haif the ballots yet to 
canvass, 

‘The result of the rest of the ticket was un- 
certain at that time, and the tellers said that 
the count’ would not be completed until 4 or 
5 o'clock this morning. The greatest lead 
at this time was held by Dr. Marlin E. Albro, 
candidate for secretary on the inner circle 
ticket, against Dr. G. P. Marquis. Dr. Albro 
was maintaining a consistent lead of about 
twelve votes over Dr. Marquis, with Dr. Fred 
Cc. Zapfer, an “ independent " candidate for 
the office, considerably behind elther. Dr. 
Zapfer’'s candidacy was attributed by some 
to the “inner circle"’ faction to split Dr. 
Marquis’ vote. 


Heavy Vote Is Recorded. 
The vote was one of the heaviest in the his- 
tory of the society.

MURDERED MAN'S WATCH GONE, 


Police Also Discover That One of 
Heisen’s Rings Is Missing. . 


CLEWS TO MYSTERY SOUGHT. | 


Inspector Backus Uncertain That Rob. 


bers Slew the Caretaker. 


Police of the Chicago avenue station set to 
work yesterday to unravel the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Valentine Heisen, 
who was found dead Tuesday morning in the 
wine cellar of his employer, C. H. Gottfried, 
83 Cedar street, 

Lieut. Ambrose and Detectives Loftis and 
Gard, who passed much of the day on the 
premises, decided that Heisen had been 
dragged to the wine cellar after he was shot, 
but were unable to find evidence to show 
just where the murder was committed. They 
found witnesses who saw Heisen at 8:10 
o'clock Monday night. Matthew Berchen, 
a night watchman who is undér arrest pend- 
ing the investigation, said he found the back 
door of the Gottfried residence unlocked at 
10 o’clock Monday night, and after entering 
in search of Heizen he passed the night in 
the kitchen, He admitted having cleaned his 
revolver during the night. He said he did 
this to pass away the time. 
found near Helsen’s body. 


Heisen Not a Drinking Man. 

Mr. Gottfried, Heisen’s employer, went to 
the Chicago avenue station during the day 
but was unable to give the police any infor- 
mation leading to the solution of the mys- 
tery. 


“ My family went away a few weeks ago, 


leaving Heisen in charge of the house,”’ he 
said. “I considered him a valuable and 
trustworthy man—a sort of confidential 
agent to look after the premises when I was 
away. He was not a drinking man.” 

Frank Linden, a fireman of engine com- 
pany 6, and a relative of Heisen’s, went to 
the police station after learning of the mur- 
der, and also identified the body at Klaner’s 
undertaking rooms, 494 North Clark street. 
The inquest over the body was postponed for 
a week, to await the outcome of the police 
investigation. 


Watch and Ring Are Missing. 

The police learned that Heisen was a man 
of considerable means and was planning a 
trip around the world, for which he had saved 
money, He was a great traveler, having 
crogsed the ocean some twenty times, and 
had talked much of his prospective tour. 
This information was givén to Coroner Hoff- 
man by the Rev.. Father Linden of Des- 
plaines, a distant relative of Heisen. Cor- 
oner Hoffman transmitted it to Inspector 
Backus, together with a partial account of 
Heisen’s jewelry, much of which is missing. 
Heisen had two diamond rings and a val-

Dr. Cotton ate luncheon with the tellers at 
midnight, who congratulated him upon his 
victory. He took time to explain the origin 
of the ticket he headed and to pay his re- 
spects to his opponent. 

“Dr. Caldwell could have won by 400 ma- 
jority on the principies of the ticket which I 
head,” he said. ‘The -whole movement 
grows out of the domination of the Chicago 
Medical society for twenty-five years by a 
littie coterie. Dr. Frank Billings is a fair 
example of this one man power. 

“Four years ago, under the leadership of 
Dr. W. A. Evans, the society adopted the 
plan of holding group meetings In the various 
sections of the city instead of only centrai 
meetings. This movement nearly doubled 
the membership of the society, which spread 
out Into Will and Du Page counties, and it 
was productive of much good and a keen 
interest. 

“In the natural course of things the coterie 
which had selected presidents for as far as 
six years ahead, got its nose bumped now and 
then, and this election is the outcome. Our 
ticket is not really the‘ inner circle '—the 
other side was that. We were the outsiders, 
the ‘tyros’ in politics,” 


Interest Behind Election. 


Behind the election, in addition to the con- 
trol ofthe local Society, looms the larger is- 
gue of a candidate for the position of sec- 
retary of public health, if such a position be 
created in the president's cabinet. 

At the meeting of the American Medical

‘FISH COME WEST ALIVE. 


Fast Freight Service Brings At- 
lantie Sea Food in Enormous 
Quantities Here. 


Shark River, N. J., June 16.—[Special.}]— 
One million soft shell crabs will be shipped 
from this coast to the Chicago market this 
season. The season is but a few weeks long, 
and the demand is increasing faster than the 

‘ gupply, so that-bnyers have to be active in 
meeting the orders of their houses. Chicago 
buyers of fish and shell fish are numerous 
~ along the 120 miles of New Jersey’s fishing 


coast. 
.. It is the female crab which is most prized 
as a soft shell by epicures. When the fe- 
male is about to shed her shell she digs a 
hole in the sand or beneath a rock beyond 
‘low water, and within a few hours she is 
helpless and unable to gather food. At such 
‘times a male crab sentinels each hole, pro- 
_ tects the female from enemies, and provides 
' food. The male crabs do not shed at the 
period when the female exchanges her old 
shell for the new. 

By the time the female is ready to emerge, 
she is about a third larger than when she 
entered. The *male digs the. hole to the 
“proper size so as to make the exit easy. 
Usually the new shell is hard the third or 
fourth tide after the shedding. 


Crabs Shipped in Seaweed. 


Soft shell crabs are shipped alive packed 
im seaweed that contains their natural food, 
go that they often arrive in Chicago in bet- 
ter condition than when taken from the 
water in the weak condition incident to shed- 
@ing the shell. Special fast freight trains 
for soft shell crabs, clams, and fish of many 
*\inds are moved from the Jersey coast to 
-. Chicago every day. The cars are backed 
“down to the shore at bours mostly governed 
" Dy the state of the tide. The icing and pack- 
- Ing is done by experts who work with great 
-gpeed, and the trains are soon off for fast. 
running. 
. A titumber of the Chicago houses have along 
this coast large pounds and cribs in which 
gtocks of fine fish and choice shellfish are 
nept alive for the filling of large orders. All

| Steel Foundries Company Gets 
Central Union Property. 


PRICE NEAR $500,000 MARK. 


Hundred Thousand Lease in Same 
Neighborhood Also Closed. 


For a consideration of nearly $500,000, 


Steel Foundries, has acquired title to the 
land and building known as the Central 
Union property, at the northwest corner of 


frontage of 200 feet on Market street, with 
a frontage of 194 feet on Madison street. 
It also fronts west 208 feet on the Chicago 
river. The deeds, which were filed yester- 
day, cover both the leasehold and building, 
and show the exact consideration to have 


been $490,000. 

The building is a six story brick structure, 
covering the entire lot with the exception of 
an interior court, of mill construction, and 
it is the intention of the purchaser to ma- 
terially improve the conditions in this bulld- 
ing. 

The transaction is an interesting one, in 
view of the fact that the purchaser first 
secured the fee under this building, subject 
to the remainder of the term of a lease made 
in 1871 for fifty years, the present ground 
rent being $12.500 per annum, which amount 
would have been $15,000 per annum after 
June 1, 1911. 

The price paid for this fee was $300,000, 
purchased in February, 1906, and the build- 
ing now has been secured, together with 
the remainder of the term of the lease, for 
the sum of $100,000. The lease above de- 
scribed was originally made by John H. 
Cheever of New York to Melville W. Fuller, 
Calvin T. Wheeler, and Heman G. Powers, 
which lease subsequently was assigned to 
the Central Union Building company, which 
company, with othere, has now conveyed 
to the present owner of the fee. The price 
paid for the land and building, therefore, is 
$12.60 per square foot, the building disre- 
garded, or about $10 per square foot for the 
land subject to the lease.

Jersey Fishermen Grown. Rich. 


The permanent population of ali the shore 
of New Jersey. alnog which fishing and crab- 
bing, and clamming are carried on, is 90,000. 
From the middle of June until Labor Day, 
2,800,000 people are there, andin some places, 
as Atiantic City and Asbury Park, the sum- 
mer population is almost as many to the acre 
as in the congested districts of New York. 
Time was when the Chicago market de- 
pended upon Jersey fishermen to provide 
them with supplies. But since land that was 
ence worth but $50 to $75 an acre on the shore 
has in some places increased to the value of 
$60,000 an acre,. many local fisherfolk who 
were glad to e $2 a day fishing and clam- 
thing dnd ¢rabdbing Have sold their sand lots 
for amounts that have made them rich, and 
many other fishermen and their wives have 
grown rich by keeping summer boarders, so 
that few native fisherfolk are left, * 

Because of these conditions every season 
many stalwart fishermen of Scandinavian 
blood are brought from the great lakes to fish 
here for the markets served by Chicago. 


They are fine lusty fellows, sober, and dili-‘ 


gent Some fish in large boats, stéam or sail, 
owned by western wholesalers; others fish in 
small boats that hold two-to four men and 
which work within. sight of the shore. The 
inshore fishing is In boats patterned like the 
ancient fishing boats of Swéde and Norway. 
The home coming of these’ boats skillfully 
steered through the high. surf on a stormy 
day is one of the exhilarating wae rea of the 
shore. 
Motor Boats Carry Gidiedes. 

| A new feature of the fifheries along this 
coast is the employment of:swift motor boats 
which go out to the off shore fishing fleets 
for prime deep sea fish, Which are loaded and 
taken to the shore at topmost speed to make 
connection with the fast freigkt to the west. 
Some of the. fishermen who work wholly for 
the Chicago market go to Florida late in the 
autumn and fish for the sameemplorers until 
epring is well advanced, when they go home 
to great lake ports for a few weeks, and then 
go. to. the Jersey coast for the summer. 

From New Jersey thg Chicago market 
draws fresh fish, oysters. clams, mussels, and 
crabs to the amount of about $3,900,000 a 
year.

Knickerbocker Ice Dividend.

Time Limit Expires, 

The time limit for paying the specia) asse ss- 
ment levied against the stockholders of the 
North and West Chicago Street Car com- 
panies expired yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock. The Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany reported that the total collection re- 
celved by it amounted to $220,000. It was 
based on an assessment of $1.28 a share,

New York Trust Companies’ Reserves. 
Although the New York trust companies 
will begin to increase their cash reserves on 
July 1, the eastern money market shows no 
symptoms of disturbance. One of the old 
fallacies about banking reserves, and one 
which was used to influence legislators who 
didn’t know any better in connection with the 
Aldrich ®Qill, is apparently to be discredited 
again. e New York trust company law 
provides that by July 1 the trust companies 
must carry In, cash in their vaults 10 per cent. 
This must be gradually increased until Sept. 
1, 1908, when they must carry 15 per cent. 
They now carry in cash but 5 per cent. 

It is estimated the requirements of the law 
will cause a withdrawal of $20,000,000 from 
national banks in the present month. Theo- 
reticahy this wit wal is equivalent to a 
contraction in loating power of $80,000,000. 
It can be safely assumed there will be no 
such contraction or anything like it. The 
demonstration will not be a matter of theory. 


International Mercantile Marine. 

In his annual report to the shareholders of 
the International Mercantile Marine com-

‘“ The operating conditions of 1907 were un- 
usually difficult, particularly with regard to 
labor trouble at various ports, which precipi- 
tated five serious strikes besides several 
minor ones. These strikes caused a material 
loss of revenue through. the diversion of 
freight traffic from your lines.”

The assumption that the action by these 
banks in surre their deposits is a 
strong indication that they wil) not take ad- 
vantage of the new act authorizing the for- 
mation of national currency associations 
throughout the country is declared to be, in 
all probability, erroneous, while the treasury 
Officials have no definite knowledge of what 
any individual bank wil) do in this matter. 
Thesfact that these banks prefer not to pay 
interest on deposits can have no bearing on 
the question of the wisdom of their joining a 
currency association. . 

Query as to Deposit. 

Among the inquiries submitted by a large | 
number of banks, principally outside the 
great money centers, is as to whether it 
would be to the advantage of a bank to retain 
ite government deposit, taking into consid- 
eration the present market price of govern- 
ment bonds and the 1 per cent interest to be 
charged under the new act. This question 
has been answered by W. W. McCoy, the 
government actuary, who finds that a bank 
having a government deposit of $100,000, se- 
cured by United States 2 per cent consols of 
1930, in a community where money 1s loaned 
at 5 per cent interest, would have at the end 
of the year a net profit of $701.42 from the 
government deposit.

ception is in steelbars, In which a consider- 
able tonnage has been placed. The reduc- 
tion in the price of cred § billets has not led 
te‘any placing of new orders. 

“There has been a fair movement of pig 
fron in the -Chicago district, from which 
emanate reports of the sale of 40,000 tons 
by a southern furnace company to atarge 
manufacturing interest. 

“The sellers of lake ore have announced 
a reduction of 50caton. The pig iron mak- 
ers say this is not likely to lead to a cor- 
responding reduction in the metal because 
the decline in pig iron during the last few 
months has more than discounted any lower- 
ing in the price of raw material. 

“In the Chicago district some strength 
has developed in old material as the result 
of heavy buying ‘by the mills of rerolling 
rails, estimated at 10,000 tonsa, and of heavy 
melting scrap by .founders.” - 

Hope for Better Iron Business. 

Cleveland, O., June 17.—[Special. ]—The 
Iron Trade Review will say tomorrow: 

‘At a time when politics is receiving so 
much attention there is some satisfaction in 
recalling that the last presidential year was 

characterized by decided improvement in 
the iron business, and there is réason for 
hoping the experience of 1904 will be repeat- 
ed this year. 

“Daily orders now being-received by the 
United States Steel corporation are in excess 
of those of last month. Some ore has been 
sold during the week at the 50 cent reduc- 
tion; and it is expected that buying will con- 
tinue at moderate rate in spite of the reduc- 
tion in the prices of ore, which has caused 
some melters of the pig iron to hope for lower 
quotations. 

“Increased activity is reported in the coke | 
market, and contracts for furnace coke made 
at Pittsburg during the last ten days amount 
to over 20,000 tons. Cast iron pipe prices are 
firmer. Iron pipe makers have reduced their 
price $4 a ton in harmony with the action 
taken by the steel pipe interests.’’
